EarlyDraft Call 


Colonel Cliff Hatcher, assistant 
director of Selective Service for 
Georgia, said yesterday he saw 
little possibility of the new pool- 
ing of single men having much 
effect on the drafting of men with 
Wives as their only dependents. 

Hatcher said the nation-wide in- 
structions, received by him yes- 
terday, indicated that quotas for 
the state would be of such num- 


ber as to drain off all single men 
' quickly. 

| * “Of course,” he said, “we will 
‘increase the quotas for those 
'boards having the largest number 
‘of single men and will call on 
'these heavily. 

| “However, it will be necessary 
to proceed with the reclassifica- 
ition of men who have wives only 
as dependents. 

“If the new regulations have 
any effect at all on them, I would 
say that it will postpone their in- 
duction by not more than 30 days. 

The new national instructions 
were announced Tuesday in Wash- 
ington and were designed to keep 
some boards, whose supply of 
Single men has been exhausted, 
from having to call married men 
while other boards had untapped 
reserves of single men. The new 
plan calls also for processing of 
single men with collateral de- 
pendents before married men. 
The pooling plan called for single 
men to be treated on a state-wide 
basis rather than on an individual 
draft board basis. 

Hatcher said the

The American public was aa-, 
vised today by the War Depart-| 
ment to do Christmas mailing to 
soldiers overseas early this year. 

Officers of the Army Postal 
Service announced that anything 
mailed after November 1 probably 
wll not reach the soldier in time 
tor Christmas. They urge that all 
packages, cards and letters for 
men overseas be mailed between 
the first of October and the first 
of November. 

Also, Army postal officials urge 
that Christmas packages be kept 
to a minimum in size and weight, 
all available cargo space being 
badly needed for transport of vital 
military supplies. Postal regula- 
tions provide that no~ packag 
weighing over 11 pounds, or mor 
than 18 inches in length, or 42 
inches in length and girth com- 
bined, may be maRed. No more® 
than one package per week maz 
he mailed by any one person.

2 Soldiers After

BELFAST, Northern Ireland, 
Sept. 2.—(4)—The automobile of 
a United States Army officer was 
stoned today and two stray Amer- 
ican soldiers in the forbidden 
streets of Belfast were angrily 
challenged, “Why don’t you go 
home?” by crowds protesting the 
hanging this morning of a young 
Irish outlaw.

calm, however, with violence con- | 


fined to isolated incidents after 
the initial upsurge of feeling when 
notice was posted on the prison 
door that Thomas J. Williams, 19, 
had been executed for the murder 
of a policeman last Easter morn. 

Occupants of the United States 
Army Medical Corps car carrying 
a Captain C. Turner (address un- 
available) escaped injury when 
the driver stepped on the gas in 
the midst of the stoning. Police 
said no arrests were made imme- 


diately. 
Soldiers Afoot. 

The presence of the two Ameri- 
can soldiers afoot among the 
crowds was not explained, for the 
streets of Belfast were declared 
out of bounds for 48 hours from 
last midnight to avert any inci- 
dents by the outlaw Irish Repub- 
lican army in connection with 
Williams’ hanging. 

Crowds deriding their presence 
as British Allies were dispersed 
by police charging with night- 
sticks. 

Black flags, in token of both 
mourning and protest, were hoist- 
ed on telegraph poles and houses 
in the Carrick Hill Nationalist dis- 
trict of Belfast.

Into Full-Time War Work

volunteer service of the American Red Cross will be realized. To-

This particular type of volun- 
teer service under the American 
Red Cross was begun on May 
18. 1918, at the Walter Reed 
hospital in Washington and was 
called the Hospital and Recrea- 
tion Service. Not until 1924 
were the first official training 
courses instituted. ,Miss Mabel 
T. Boardman was the founder 
of this service under the Red 
Cross, and Mrs. Henry R. Rea 
was the first chairman at Wal- 
ter Reed hospital, where she 
worked in co-operation with the 
commanding general in charge 
of the Army Medical Center. 
Now 167 chapters of the Red 
Cross, scattered throughout the 
nation, have established this 
special service. Soon after the 
group of workers was recruit- 
ed they became known as the 
Gray Ladies, because they wore 
gray dress, although no regu- 
lar uniform was prescribed. 


There have been volunteer 
Red Cross workers at the At- 
Janta Veterans’ hospital since 
1920. when the VU. S. Public 
Health Service obtained and be- 
gan operating this institution as 
an 80-bed hospital. Three out- 
standing women of Atlanta, who 
worked all during World War 
No. 1 in various volunteer ca- 
pacities, formed the nucleus for 
the first membership in hospi- 
tal and recreation service of the 
American Red Cross in Atlanta. 
They are Miss Byrd Blankin- 
ship, Miss Annie Mae Kiser and 
Mrs. Charles Boatenriter, the 
former Miss Ella Lee Cobb. The 
recreational aide at the hospital, 
Mrs. D. M. Robinson, began her 
work in 1920 and has, to date, 
record of 25 years of con- 
tinuous service with the soldiers 
and veterans. 

The first chairman to repre- 
sent the Atlanta chapter of the 
American Red Cross at Hospi- 
tal 48. which was one of the 
first places in the nation to have 
the Gray Ladies, was Mrs. J. E. 
Sommerfield, who began her 
work in 1921 and visited the 
hospital every week. Her two 
assistants were Miss Annis 
Humphries, the present chair- 
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man for the Atlanta corps, and 
Mrs. Philip Alexander, general 
chairman and also corps chair- 
man of the DeKalb corps. 

The Gray Ladies’ work is va- 
ried, for there are many kinds 
of duty and services which they 
render, and all duties are pei- 
formed willingly and promptly 
with a smile of privilege to be 
of service. Their graduation 
today is a climax to a course 
offered to prepare them for 
their work, which is among the 
most outstanding and valuable 
of the wartime activities. 

This afternoon's program will 
be featured by the presence of 
many leaders, including John 
M. Slaton Jr., head of Hospital 
No. 48, and Mrs. Floyd McRae, 
general chairman of the Red 
Cross for these services; Mrs. 
Edward G. Hitt, general chair- 
man of the Gray Ladies for the 
Veterans’ hospital and Hospital 
No. 48, and Miss Humphries 
and Mrs. Alexander and others.

By Eleanor Roosevelt. 
WASHINGTON, Tuesday.—I am back in Washington after 


spending most of yesterday on the train. We had a very pleasant 
time after we left New York City, when Mrs. James Forrestal 
joined us for luncheon, after which I spent my 
time reading. 

Since my arrival, I have had the pleasure 
of meeting four young British delegates to the 
International Student Service Assembly. One 
of them, Wing Commander Scott-Walden, was 
decorated for his part in the Dieppe raid. An- 
other, a very young Scotchman, Captain Coch- 
ran, has returned recently from Libya. 

There is a-young naval officer, Lieutenant 
Richard Miles, and a young minister, the Rev. 
Allan Booth. They were an interesting group 
to talk with. We drove around the Lincoln 
memorial last night to show them the statue, 
which I think.is at its best with the*lights on 
were deeply impressed. 

Today I hope to meet the Dutch delegation, which is arriving, 
and to have the delegation from the U. S. S. R. dine with me, for 
I was away when they arrived. 

I had a press conference this morning and later went up to 
Senator Glass’ office, where Miss Marie Apel had asked me to look 
at a bust of the President, which she is doing. 

In the course of the last few days, I have had a number of letters 
about boys in the service. One gentleman from Trenton, Mo., 
incloses a clipping quoting a letter from his boy who has just 
received a commission as a lieutenant in the Army: “I feel that it 
is man’s greatest privilege to be called upon to serve his country 
in time of war, and I am going to give all 1 have.” 

How magnificent these boys are! Let us hope that this spirit 
will carry them to victory and they will continue to give “all they 
have” in serving their country in time of peace. 

Another gentleman from Toledo, Ohio, tells me of a naval train- 
ing school which has been started at the Naval Armory, and which 
is attended largely by boys of 16 and 17. He is particularly proud 
of the youngsters of that age who enlist. I question the advis- 
ability of such early enlistments and feel more and more every day 
that our young men should wait for their draft boards to call them, 
but I realize that these boys are moved by a spirit of patriotism

FOOD PROBLEMS 
IN EUROPE 

The problem of food continues 
to harrass the conquered nations 
of Europe. In France, former land 
of good eating, Marshal Petain 
has called for the cultivation of 
every possible bit of land, but 
shortages of seed and of fertilizer 
are slowing up the harvests, ac- 
cording to Vichy broadcast. 

In Paris, 24,000 family gardens 
have been planted and each gar- 
den is expected to furnish half the 
vegetables needed for a family of 
four. Farmers have been asked 
to co-operate with the Agriculture 
Bureau in an effort to get their 
produce into the large cities. “The 
government,” says French Secre- 
tary of State for Agriculture, “will 
see that the farmers get fair prices 
for their products. One kilogram 
of vegetables can feed five per- 
sons for one week.” (One kilogram 
equals 2 1-5 pounds.)

How To Avoid Germs - 


In Shaking Hands 


By Dr.. William Brady. 


A reader offers this comment on 
the custom of shaking hands: 


No doubt each person I meet is 
as anxious as I am to be clean, 
but I wonder whether we do not 
contract or spread diséase some- 
times by shaking hands. What is 


your thought regarding a crusade | 


against promiscuous or unneces- 
sary hand shaking in the interest 
of better health? 


At the time of the last great epi- 
demic of “flu” in the years of 
World War I some studies con- 
ducted by public health service 
officers seemed to them to indicate 
that hand shaking was one way 
the infection might be spread from 
person to person. Of course that 
is not inconceivable. But if the 
custom of shaking hands were re- 
garded as a means of the spread 
of such disease the health authori- 
ties themselves would have insti- 
tuted a crusade against unneces- 
sary hand shaking. 

At the time the public health 
service officers made their studies 
and published their conclusions I 
believed and I still believe that 
the hand shaking had little if any- 
thing to do with the spread of in- 
fluenza or other respiratory infec- 
tion. 

When you shake hands with 
anyone you usually talk with him, 
if only to say How do. When you 
talk with anyone who is within 
three or four feet distant, your in- 
visibly and impalpably fine con- 
versational spray may carry to his 
face, and the microscope droplets 
of mucus or moisture in the spray 
may contain the germs of virus of 
any respiratory infection you Aap- 
pen to have. Therefore, while 
you shake hands and wish your 
friend or acquaintance well you 
may be peppering the poor fellow 
with some respiratory infection 
you have just caught and are 
about to come down with. 


That’s my thought regarding a 
crusade against unnecessary hand 
shaking, until we get sound scien- 
tific evidence to the contrary. 

For the prevention of any pos- 
sible infection through shaking 
hands I offer these rules: 


1. Cultivate the habit of keeping 
your hands or fingers away from 
your mouth and nose. 

2. After shaking hands avail 
yourself of the best hand disin- 
fectant—soap and water—as soon 
as possible thereafter. As a good 
citizen, concerned about the public 
health, protest if the public health 
department permits filthy condi- 
tions to prevail about eating places 
and the like.

Axis Troubles 
While it would be foolish to attempt to deny 


that the situation in the Caucasus is critical, 
at. the same time it is wise, now and then, to 
consider the difficulties facing the enemy, as 
well as those which face our side. 


If the Germans succeed, as now appears 
likely, in cutting the Russians off from the 
Caucasian oil supply, if they succeed in sever- 
ing the main Volga line of communications 
between northern and southern Russian armies, 
it may well mean prolongation of the war for 
additional years. For it would probably take 
away from the Soviet the materials necessary 
for effective striking power. 

Yet the Russians have opened their own 
“second front,” in the Moscow area and are 
meeting with success there. It is still possible 
the Germans around Stalingrad and in the 
Caucasus will find they have fought their way 
into disaster. 

From what should be reasonably reliable 
sources, it is stated the Germans, since the 
war began, have suffered about 4,000,000 casual- 
ties in their armies. Those killed number about 
°:000.000. Twenty per cent of German males in 
the 18-45 age group are among the casualties, 
These figures, while appearing somewhat high, 


may yet be true. 

It is also obvious that the Nazis are facing 
a situation behind their lines, both in the home 
country and in the occupied lands, which daily 
grows worse from their standpoint. Not only is 
the unrest creating more and more sabotage, 
but the shortage of essential war materials is 
becoming too critical even for the well-known 
German genius at substitution to conquer. 

They are short of scrap iron, short of man- 
ganese and chromium. 

True, there is plenty of scrap iron on the 
battlefields of Russia, but lack of adequate 
transportation facilities prevents the Germans 
making use of this material. 

Perhaps the biggest handicap of all faced 
by the Nazis at home is the disintegrating rail- 
road system. That system was badly weakened 
during the first World War and was never 
properly repaired or rebuilt afterwards. The 
terrific overstrain on these weakened resources 
caused by the new war has been so destructive 
that already the Germans are abandoning use 
of some lines as too unsafe. Overloading of 
rolling stock carrying war materials is acceler- 
ating the destruction of the rails. 

And the steady bombing of rail centers, lines 
and rolling stock by the RAF and by American 
air forces is doing a lot to further destroy Ger- 
man rail transportation. 

Another problem, almost as great, is that of 
labor. All German males have been made sub- 
ject to military service. Attempts to replace this 
labor by bringing in hundreds of thousands of 
Slaves from the occupied countries have largely 
failed. True, the slaves are brought in and put 
to work, but they are so slow, they perpetrate 
so much sabotage, they are almost useless in 
Many instances. ; 

All this does not mean Germany is near the 
cracking point. But it does mean they face 
terrific problems and that, if the Allied Nations 
can but continue and increase the pressure, the 

of the end is here. The day when 
Germany and her war effort will fall apart, as 
it did in the last war, may be far off, but it is 
in sight.

Ambassador Grew’s talk to the nation on a 
radio hookup was the first authoritative report 
on the Japs since Pearl Harbor. The speech 
listened better than it read.

Ambassador Grew pulled no punches. His 
report was solemn, and at times ominous. He 
warned the Japs will, fight with all the force 
and power at their command and stated flatly 
we are up against a powerful fighting machine, 
a people whose morale cannot and will not be 
broken even by successive defeats. He recounted 
the deceitful manner in which Foreign Minister 
Togo treated his presentation of the President's 
eleventh-hour message to Hirohito, He spoke, 
too, of what he termed “the ugly side” of the 
Japanese people, represented in atrocities 
underscoring the cruelty, brutality and utter 
bestiality of the Jap military machine. 

It was a frank and honest report. It was a 
good thing for the nation to hear. But Mr, 
Grew perhaps rendered his best service to the 
American people when he declared “we are 
primarily fighting to prevent the enslavement 
which actually threatens to be imposed upon us 
if we fail,” stressing that “this is not an over- 
statement.”

Announcement by the American Marine In- 


surance Underwriters of the first. reduction in 
many months of cargo war-risk insurance rates 
is an encouraging reflection of the downward 
trend in submarine torpedoings and increasing 
effectiveness of the convoy system.

Wise Action 

In lifting the ban on the Communist news- 
paper, Daily Worker, the British government 
has shown itself adaptable to changing condi- 
tions and has made a decision which is bound to 
have far-reaching effects.

stage where there is any 
danger of a successful invasion of the United States. All the Axis 
can hope for, so far as we are concerned, is a stalemate.

That was not true a couple of years ago at the time of the fall 
of France. Then we had a measly little Army, an air force that 
was practically nil, and a one-ocean Navy. spread out over two 
oceans. 

If Great Britain had gone down then before the German onslaught 
and the British navy had fallen into Hitler’s hands, the United 
States would have been in real jeopardy. The combined German, 
Italian, French, Japanese and British fleets would have been able 
to bottle up our meager naval forces and open the way for an easy 
landing anywhere along the American coast. We put down 2,000,000 
men in Europe in 1918 under the protection of the same fleet, so 
there is no reason to suppose the Germans would not have been 
able to accomplish the same feat later, 


HITLER’S MISTAKES Looking backward over the events of 


the past three years, it is now agreed 
by most military men that Hitler made one of his greatest mistakes of 
the war in not being ready for an invasion of England immediately 
after the fall of France. Circumstantial evidence indicates that he 
failed to do so for two reasons. In the first place, he was surprised 
by the ease with which he took France, and consequently had made 
no preparations for extending the battle to Britain. In the next 
place, he was wary of risking the number of casualties that would 
have been involved in an operation of that kind.

“-BUT THE BULLS ARE ACCREDITED” If you were to 
go to buy a 


bull from one of the enormous herds the Governor has accumu- 
lated since he became Governor— 

Or, if you went to the pastures 6f Regent John Cummings, to 

see his herd and offer to buy a bull— 

The very first thing you’d be told was that 
the bull was registered by the National Here- 
ford Association, which is a national accredit- 
ing agency. 

A bull is of very little value unless he is 
accredited, and registered, with the National 
Angus Association, the National Hereford As- 
sociation or the American Jersey Association. 
. If he isn't accredited you can’t get much for 

im. 

If he is accredited it means he meets the 
same standards that are required in all the 
other states. 

Governor Talmadge and. Regent Cummings, 
just to mention a couple, are very careful to 
see that their bulls meet the standards and are 
accredited by the proper accrediting agency. 

They never once say the National Hereford 
Association is trying to tell them what sort of 

bulls to have. The association doesn’t care. 

It does say that if you want a bull to be registered and accred- 
ited so that farmers and livestock men in other states will recognize 
it, the bull must meet certain standards and be registered. 

Apparently the Governor and his regents don’t think as much 
of the students of Georgia as they do their accredited bulls. 

They say standards don’t mean a thing in schools. 

They say the national accrediting associations don’t mean @ 
thing when it comes to schools. 

They say Georgia will accredit her own schools. 

They say they will appoint political teachers and the national 
accrediting associations can go jump in the lake. 

That’s what they will do for the boys and girls of Georgia whe 
want an education that meets the standards required in other 
states. They just won't get it. 

They’ll have to take what Gene and John want them to have, 

But bulls—that’s different. 

They want their bulls accredited by the national association 
because that’s money in their own pocket. The bulls aren't of 
much value if they aren't accredited by the national associations 


by meeting certain standards. 
Any farmer who raises chickens 


ANY FARMER KNOWS 
knows there are certain standards 


to meet and that associations recognize chickens which meet certain 
standards. 

Schools do the same thing. 

No associations ever asked the Georgia schools to join. 

The Georgia schools asked to join. 

The highest association in which a college may have member- 
ship is the National Association of Universities—the one to which 
Harvard, Yale and Princeton belong. 

There are certain standards required for any accrediting agency. 

They never try to tell a state what it must do. 

They simply say that if a school hires teachers who have had 
proper training, that if the school has a library which has en 
volumes on the subjects taught By the school to allow research; 
that if its laboratories have enough equipment, and so on, that ft 
may apply for membership. 

If you have a dog to register, a rooster to put in a poultry show, 
or a jersey cow to register, that dog, rooster or cow must meet the 
standards required for registration. 

The Governor is trying to make the people think their schools 
will be all right if the state legislature creates an accrediting board, 

They won't. 

A restaurateur may put up a sign saying his restaurant is the 
best in the world. He has accredited himself. 

The city or county inspector may find out the cook has a disease 
or can't cook; that the dishes are dirty; that the place is unsanitary. 


THE PROPOSED BILL It is necessary to be sensible about 


this thing. Governor Talmadge is 
running for office. It is an office he wants. Badly. The trend 
is running against him. He feels it necessary to misrepresent many 
things because they are hurting him politically and he cannot 
admit his mistakes. One may expect him to produce more “affi- 
davits,” more charges as he grows more desperate. 

At Georgia Tech, for instance, approximately half the mathe 
ematical department, vital to any college but especially to aa 
engineering school, has left to go elsewhere. 

Why? 

No teacher would wish to teach in a school which did not have 
teaching freedom and was not an accredited school. : 

The Governor says the same equipment is there, 
buildings. 

That is true. 

But the same teachers aren't. The teaching isn’t. 

The same freedom isn’t. Teachers are forced on certain schools 
by the Board of Regents, each Talmadge member of which agreed 
to do what was demanded of him before he was appointed. They 
are teachers who have “been faithful.” 

The Governor promises that everything will be all right about 
credits. He has had a bill drawn which the legislature will be 
asked to pass should he, the Governor, be re-elected. It sets up 
an accrediting board for the state. 

Surely, if any person will think about it for just a moment, that 
will immediately be seen to be absurd. 

The Governor has shown what he can do with a Board of 
Regents. 

He could do the same thing with an accrediting board—if ® 
ever refused a request. 

That is why there must be sectional and national accrediting 
associations so that honest standards may be maintained. 

The Governor agreed with accrediting when it comes to the 
bulls in his pastures. So do those regents who have livestock herds, 
They pay several hundred dollars, and often more than $1,000, 
for an accredited bull. And that accrediting is done by an asso- 
ciation of national standing.

cluding U. S. Army Air Forces. 

From September 3, 1941, to to- 
day, the home-based Fighter Com- 
mand’s score of enemy aircraft 
destroyed in western Europe is 
“close on a thousand,” equivalent 
to some 80 full squadrons of the 
German air force, it was stated.
